One  stanza  refers  to  the  Commencement  at  Harvard  Cfllege  in  August 
1682:  — 

"Commencement's  come,  but  (friendly)  I  advize 

All  sorts  of  Rabble  now  their  homes  to  prize. 

For  if  to  it  they  come,  so  blind  they  '11  bee. 

That  Really  no  Body  they  will  see. ' ' 
Numerous  dates,  also,  are  given  of  the  meetings  of  the  Courts  at  Cam- 
bridge, Boston,  Salem,  New  Haven,  New  London,  and  other  places,  Elec- 
tion and  Artillery  Sermons,  etc. 

The  last  leaf  contains  an  advertisement  of  "suitable  Verses  Dedicated 
to  the  Memory  of  the  Ingenious  Mathematician  and  Printer  Mr.  John 
Foster.  [Also]  The  Psalter  which  Children  so  much  wanted,  is  in  part 
printed ;  and  will  shortly  be  finished :  both  to  be  sold  by  Mr.  John  Usher, 
of  Boston."  Has  autograph,  in  two  places,  of  Seaborn  Cotton  (born  at 
sea),  who  was  the  original  owner  of  the  piece.

"Aug.  12. — Mischief  at  Northfield  by  ye  Indians — 2  men  IciU'd — and  at 
Butland,  Mr.  Will'd  killed  and  4  young  children  taken:  Aug.  25,  Mischief 
at  E.  by  ye  Indians — One  Eawlins  and  6  children  killed  at  Exeter,  4  at 
another  place  and  one  or  two  at  another  and  8  or  9  of  ye  scouts.  July  16. 
Thos.  Hill  went  to  Newport.  The  Pirates  of  B.  I.  to  be  executed,  Nov.  26."

A  considerable  portion  of  the  MS.  is  devoted  to  accounts  of  clothing  and 
rations  drawn  for  Capt.  Strong 's  Regiment  at  Valley  Forge,  and  other 
places,  as  well  as  moneys  received  at  White  Plains  and  elsewhere,  used 
in  recruiting  forces  for  the  Continental  Army.

"Headquarters,  Valley  Forge,  Jan.  3,  1778. 

The  Honourable  Continental  Congress  having  resolved  that  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  inform  the  Brave  officers  and  Solgars  of  the  Continental 
Army  now  in  Camp  that  as  the  Situation  of  the  Enemy  has  rendered  it 
necessari/  for  the  Army  to  take  Post  in  a  part  of  the  Country  not  pro- 
vided with  Homes,  in  consequence  thereof,  they  are  obliged  to  remain  in 
huts  through  the  tvinter,  the  Congress  approves  of  their  so'garly  Patience, 
Fidelity  and  Zeal  for  the  cause  of  their  Country,"  etc. 

The  paltry  lists  of  clothing,  etc.,  issued  to  Capt.  Strong's  company, 
bear  tragic  testimony  to  the  cruel  hardships  endured  by  the  troops  during 
that  terrible  winter  at  Vallkt  Fokge.

AUGURATE transportation  by  RAIL  as  well  as  by  navigation. 

This  memoir  was  addressed  to  the  commissioners  (De  Witt  Clinton, 
Gouverneur  Morris  and  Chancellor  Livingston),  appointed  to  devise  Water 
Communication  between  the  seaboard  and  the  Great  Lakes,  urging,  instead 
of  a  waterway  (the  Erie  Canal),  the  immediate  construction  of  a  rail- 
road. The  Commissioners  reported  adversely  and  their  comments  on  the 
impracticability  of  Stevens '  plan  make  very  humorous  reading.  At  the 
date  of  the  Memoir  (1812),  "there  was  not  a  locomotive  or  passenger-car 
in  use  in  the  world. ' ' 

Stevens '  proposal  was  to  build  a  Passenger  and  Freight  Railroad  for 
general  tratfic  from  Albany  to  Lake  Erie,  having  a  double  track,  made  with 
wooden  stringers  capped  w'ith  wrought -plate  rails.  He  enumerates  com- 
prehensively the  advantages  of  a  general  Railroad  system  throughout  the 
United  States,  naming  many  details  that  were  afterwards  found  neces- 
sary, putting  the  probable  future  speed  at  possibly  from  forty  to  fifty 
miles  an  hour.  Indeed  the  man  was  so  far  ahead  of  his  time  that  his 
words  read  like  those  of  a  wizard;  and  his  plan  was  identical  with  that 
of  the  successful  South  Carolina  Railroad  (1830-32),  the  first  long  road 
built  for  general  traffic  in  the  U.  S.,  the  accuracy  of  his  estimates  having 
been  proved  by  the  cost  of  this  line.

It  may  be  that  the  copies  thumbed  by  the  Indians  have  long  since 
been  lost ;  or  it  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  though  printed  it  was  never 
used.  Although  called  a  ' '  spelling-book, "  it  is  more  properly  a  grammar 
and  dictionary  of  the  Seneca  language,  prepared  by  a  great  linguist  who 
was  probably  the  last  man  who  will  ever  be  competent  to  attempt  such  a 
work.
